i  of  tbe  fa-queucy  ol  general  political 
ia  this  couniry  as  haring  a  de 
moralising  tendency,  wide-spread,  far- 
reacbing,  and  ever-increasing.  It  ia  aaton 
Isbing  bow  it  permeates  svery  department 
of  society,  giving  .character  and  signifl 
i  to  tbs  midnight  conclave  ;  firing  tbe 
ry  ambition  of  dreamy  youtb ; 
weakening  tbe  magnetic  power  of  tbe  do¬ 
mestic  circle,  and  relaxing  tbe  force  of 
personal  conscientiousness  already  too 
elastic. 

Is  it  poasible  to  arrest  its  evil  tendency  t 
We  should  say  not  wholly.  Universal  suf 
frags  it  being  generally  engrailed  on  our 
republican  institutions  in  tbe  various 
States,,  and  tbe  people  are  not  likely  to  re¬ 
linquish  the  bold  they  have  on  power.  Tbe 
ballot  ia  its  constant  token  and  its  won- 
drone  manifestation.  Every  opportunity 
of  rolling  tbe  ballot  between  his  fingers 
and  of  flaunting  it  in  the  face  of  wealth 
and  culture,  is  an  occasion  for  the  voter  to 
assert  his  liberty  of  opinion,  his  equality 
of  citizenship,  and  a  censorial  prerogative 
over  his  rulers.  The  right,  having  been 
conceded,  can  never  be  recalled,  but  by 
revolution,  which  overturns  all  things ; 
nor,  iudeed,  should  we  wish  to  revoke  it  LI 
we  could. 

It  give*  a  concentrated  power  to  the  vot¬ 
ing  citizens,  which,  like  the  avalanche, 
nothing  can  stay  ;  or,  like  the  rising  tide 
of  theses,  no  Unite  power  can  subdue. 

It  is  not  only  tbe  semblance  of  power,  it 
ia  potency  itself,  irresistible  and  god  lit e 
Tbe  expression,  “  sovereign  people, *'  is  not 
a  flourish  of  rhetoric,  it  ia  a  verity,  a  bona 
fide  embodiment  of  power,  wboae  fiat  ia 
accepted  as  all-controlling,  if  not,  also,  a» 
infallible. 

In  what  then  consists  tbe  demoralizing 
tendency  of  our  frequent  elections  !  With¬ 
out  intending  to  expatiate  at  length  upon 
this  lertile  theme,  we  will  attempt  to  enu 
■Derate  some  ol  tbe  causes  of  tbe  eorrup' 
tion  we  all  deprecate.  But  first  we  must 
restrict  our  criticism,  as  we  did  in  the  bu¬ 
rner  p  i  per,  to  tbe  general  elections  for  State 
and  National  functionaries.  Tbe  local 
elections  for  town  and  county  intereeU  aie. 
for  tbe  moat  part,  innoceut  of  tbe  aad  con¬ 
sequences  that  flow  from  tbe  former. 

Tbe  representation  in  tbe  municipal  gov 
ernments  of  large  cities,  in  the  State  legis¬ 
lature  and  in  the  National  Congress,  are  the 
fields  of  political  contest  that  engender, 
awaken  aad  arwuae,  ia  manitold  ways,  tbe 
baser  puasions  of  our  nature — "  tbe  lust  of 
tbe  flesb,  the  lust  of  tbe  eye  and  tbe  pride 
of  life." 

The  position  of  legislator  insures  tbe 
much  coveted  power  of  law-maker,  and  a 
direct  <>i  indirect  patronage.  This  greatly 
teats  the  weak  and  vulnerable  points  in  the 
character  of  tbe  Honorable  Memlier  elect 
He  will  prove  himself  a  hem  if  be  can 
withstand  the  onset  which  will  be  made 
from  within  and  without.  In  too  many 
cases,  alas  I  we  know  he  succumbs,  then 
hardens,  and  then  cornea  to  “glory  In  bis 
ahame." 

Nevertheless,  we  cannot  dispense  with 
this  constant  recurrence  to  tbe  suffrage  ol 
the  people.  It  ia  needed  not  only  for  the 
election  of  our  rulers,  but  also  frr  their  in 
struction,  for  tin  ir  reproof,  their  encourage¬ 
ment  and  support.  The  election*,  bow 
ever,  w>uld  be  lets  frequent  if  the  tenure 
ot  office  were  fur  longer  periods,  aay  at 
least  double  tbe  present  duration.  Thia 
would  greatly  mitigate  the  evil*,  and  the 
benefits  alluded  to  would  be  secured  by 
public  meetings  called  for  the  purpoee  ol 
getting  an  expression  of  public  sentiment. 

Take  from  the  representative  the  power 
ol  patronage,  and  the  expectation  ot  for 
tune  from  his  office,  and  the  mercenary 
motive  la  removed.  This  would  also 
greatly  mitigate  the  worst  evils  of  the 
e’ecti'ina.  The  Civil  Service  reform  is 
long  step  l|  the  right  direction,  and  it 
President  Grant  perseveres  in  thia  reform 
till  It  ia  an  established  success  ha  will  de 
serve  and  receive  the  unbounded  gratitude 
ot  tbe  American  people.  Thia  will  dimin 
ish  the  importance  of  so  frequent  general 
,  elections  and  also  abide  the  demoralising 
Influence  attending  them. 

We  reserve  for  one  more  paper  some  re¬ 
marks  on  “rotation  in  office.*' trnsting 
that  tbs  patience  of  our  readers  will  con¬ 
tinue  with  os  to  the  end.  On  all  these 
subjects  we  shall  welcome  to  oar  columns

TOWjl  1  a  I>  MOVEMENT*. 

Washikotoh  Avkxub 
Is  the  private  convenience  or  personal 
desire  of  one  individual  to  obstruct  the 
progress  of  improvement,  and  tbe  legitL 
mate  growth  of  the  town!  It  le  of 
tbe  last  importance  for  Bluomfield  to 
settle  this  question.  We  have  been  pur¬ 
suing  tbe  snail-like  policy  long  enough. 
Three  years  ago,  the  citizens,  owners  of 
p'operty,  on  one  of  the  principal  streets 
radiating  from  the  Centre,  after  repeated 
conferences  determined  that  it  waa  expedi¬ 
ent  and  desirable  to  increase  tbe  width  of 
the  street  to  sixty  feet;  all  absented  to  it, 
■•graving  to  donate  tho  land  and  to  move 
(heir  t<  nces  at  their  own  individual  ex¬ 
pense.  It  was  subsequently  advised  and 
deemed  neceerary .  in  order  to  make  it  legal, 
that  the  agreement  should  be  in  willing 
and  be  filed  with  the  town  records.  Tbe 
ignaturee  were  pr-  mptly  given  by  all  but 
one  citixen,  but  as  he  bad  previously  con 
seated  to  the  arrangement  and  it  waa  not 
doubted  thnt  he  would  set  ia  good  faith 
v  ith  his  neighbors,  the  others  all  went  to 
work  and  set  their  fences  back,  and  in 
some  insi ances  their  trees,  (unfortunately 
to  the  sacrifice  of  some  of  them)  without 
waiting  for  the  “unready"  one,  who  trill 
delayed.  The  next  year  the  dilapidated 
bridge  over  the  stream  which  crosses  this 
road  at  the  foot  of  Washington  hill,  was 
to  be  replaced  by  a  substantial  arched 
bridge,  at  the  expense  of  the  Oounty.  Tbe 
County  Board  of  Freehdlder*  wanted  to 
build  it  sixty  feet  wide,  but  could  not  do 
till  tbe  recalcitrant  citizen  aforesaid, 
should  cede  to  the  town  the  additional 
width  as  be  had  agreed  with  his  neighbors 
to  do,  as  well  aa  they. 

Of  course  he  waa  not  quite  ready  yet ;  he 
seldom  is  ready ,  unlem  it  bel^tbe  arbitrary 
exercise  of  unwarranted  authority  at 
Christmas  time. 

The  County  Board  Commissioners  could 
see  no  reason  why  Essex  County  should 
wait  on  the  whims  of  one  man,  and  there¬ 
fore  decided  to  go  ahead  and  put  up  the 
bridge  in  accordance  with  the  ancient 
width  of  the  road,  which  waa  50  feet 
Hence  tbe  nnsightly  limits  of  the  struct 
urc  and  awkward  switch  in  the  sidewalk 
at  that  point.  Reproaches  without  num 
ber  have  been  cast  at  the  citizens  on  that 
suwet,  who  patiently  endure  these  injuria* 
and  others  for  like  cause. 

Now  at  length  the  citizens,  without  an 
other  dissenting  voice,  having  waited  time 
year*  for  their  unready  neighbor  to  place 
hia  fence  back  as  formerly  agreed,  end  as 
all  tbe  others  haye  done  two  or  three  yean 
siucc,  memorialized  the  Town  Conrcil.ec 
cor<  l'K  to  law,  to  determine  and  di  Clare  I  y 
ordinance  that  the  width  of  Waahingtou 
Street  is  Sixty  feet,  and  that  all  owners 
be  required  to  remove  obet ructions  to  that 
extent  from  this  public  highway.  Due 
warning  and  notice  of  the  application  were 
given.  It  would  natuially  be  supposed 
that  every  good  citizen  would  a<  quiesce 
in  the  uiuinimous  end  legal  requisition  o 
hia  fellow  citizens  and  the  town  authority, 
but  our  unready  neighbor,  with  broad  and 
vnluable  acres,  makes  a  piteous  appeal  to 
the  members  of  the  Council  at  their  homes 
and  then  in  the  Council  assembled.  that 
they  should  not  “  oppress  him”  by  patting 
him  to  the  expense  of  moving  his  fenct 
If  they  will  only  wait  till  the  time* 
are  eaaier  I  and  he  even  hopes  it  may  Im¬ 
perfectly  convenient  fur  him  to  do  it  next 
year) 

Have  we  not  dawdled  in  this  way  long 
enough  ?  Where  ie  our  enterprise  f  Our 
manlineee,  even,  if  one  citizen  ie  to  keep 
back  our  improvements  for  years  and  im 
pose  upon  our  unwilling  citixen*  the  need
